was indicted by the last grand jury 
and came here with his father, Frank 
Krack, o n his o wn acco rd, answering 
the warrant sent by the sheriff. 


In the three indictments lie is al­ 
leged to hav e so ld o ne-half pint o f 
whiskey to Ray Richey o n-o r abo ut 
J anuary 1, o ne-half pint o f whiskey 
to Bert Ly o ns and 
o ne 
quart 
o f 
whiskey to Albert Land. 
In the in­ 
dictment charging the illegal sale to 
Ly o ns the time is placed o n o r abo ut 
J anuary G and in the indictment in 
which he is alleged to hav e so ld the 
quart to Albert Land the time is de­ 
finitely fix ed as December 12 , 19 13 . 


W allace Mo rgan appeared fo r Mr. 
Krack and mo v ed that 
the 
indict­ 
ments he quashed. 
Judge Megee a f­ 
ter hearing the 
argument 
decided 
that the indictments were go o d and 
o v erruled the 
mo tio n. 
Krack 
was 
released o n $100 bo nd in each o f the 
three cases, his father go ing o n his 
bo nd. 
The cases will likely be tried 
this term o f co urt. 


In seeking to quash the indict­ 
ments the defendant held that it was 
ncessary to giv e the ex aet time and 
that the wo rds “ into x icating liquo r” 
as set fo rth in the indictments were 
no t eno ugh. 
(In these gro unds it was 
attempted to hav e two o f the indict­ 
ments quashed while no t much effo rt 
was made to quash the o ne in which 
it was alleged Krack so ld the quart 
to Albert Land. 


in the indictments it stated that 
Krack receiv ed thirty -fiv e cents fo r 
the two half-pints o f whiskey and 
$1.2 5 fo r the quart he so ld to Land. 
The argument o n the mo tio n to quash 
was heard this mo rning and Judge 
Megee returned his decisio n this a f­ 
terno o n.

George Krack, of Yinceimes. until 


two months ago a druggist of Milroy, 
appeared before Judge Megee 
this 


morning to answer three charges for 
the illegal sale of intoxication. He 
was indicted by the last grand jury 
and came here with his father, Frank 
Krack, on his own accord, answering 
the warrant sent by the sheriff. 


In the three indictments he is al- 


leged to have sold one-half pint of 
whiskey to Ray Richey on-or about 
January 1, one-half pint of whiskey 
to Bert Lyons and 
one quart of 


whiskey to Albert Land. In the in- 
dictment charging the illegal sale to 
Lyons the time is placed on or about 
January G and in the indictment in 
which he is alleged to have sold the 
quart to Albert Land the time is de- 
finitely fixed as December 12. 1013. 


Wallace Morgan appeared for Mr. 


Krack and moved that 
the indict- 


ments be quashed. Judge Megee af- 
ter hearing the 
argument 
decided 


that the indictments were good and 
overruled ihe motion. Krack was 
released on $iOO bond in each of the 
three cases, his father going on his 
bond. The cases will likely bo tried 
this term of court. 


In seeking to quash the indict- 


ments the defendant held that ii was 
ncessary to give the exact time and 
that the words "intoxicating liquor" 
as set forth in the in'dictments were 
not enough. On these grounds it was 
attempted to have two of the indict- 
ments quashed while not much effort 
was made to quash the one in which 
it was alleged Krack sold the quart 
to Albert Land. 


In the indictments it stated that 


Krack received thirty-five cents for 
the two half-pints of whiskey and 
$1.25 for the quart he sold to Land. 
The argument on the motion to quash 
was heard this morning and Judge 
Megee returned his decision this af- 
ternoon.

SOME PERSONS PAY UP TODAY 


Failure to Pay Spring Installment 


Makes Fall Installment -Auto- 


matically Fall Delinquent. 


This morning only a few hours af- 


ter the last possible time for paying 
the spring installment of taxes, sev- 
eral taxpayers went to the county 
treasurer's office and paid their tax- 
es, including delinquency, which is 
ten per cent, of the total tax. 


The law provides that once 
the 


spring installment goes 
delinquent, 


the ivhole year's taxes become due 
automatically. Further 
than that 


the taxpayers not only has to pay the 
spring and fall installment with the 
per cent for delinquency, on the 
spring installment, but also on the 
fall 
investment. 
Approximately 


fourteen thousand dollars were col- 
lected yesterday. The office was not 
closed until 11 o'clock last night as it 
was necessary to square accounts 
the last day. 
The county treasurer 


thought the delinquency 
was 
not 


greater than usual this year. All 
taxes received by mail up to closing 
time last night were no!;'considered 
delinquent. 


It has been the custom of some 


treasurers to allow the payment of 
taxes without the per cent, for de- 
linquency, providing the 
letter in 


which the payment was sent bore the 
postmark of the last day of the legal 
taxpaying season. This practice has 
been genera! until recently. 


County Treasurer McBride says 


the state board of accounts has ruled 
that taxes sent in by mail must reach 
the county treasurer's office by the 
last day for paying taxes. Tt is held 
by the state board that it was un- 
fair to allow persons sending checks 
liy mail this privilege, 
because 
it 


might be shown that a man started 
from California in person the last 
taxpaying day, but would not arrive 
until several days after the close of 
the season. 


It was considered unusual that the 


sum of delinquent taxes should be no 
larger this spring than last because 
a few weeks ago the sum of taxes yet 
unpaid was much larger than usur.!. 
At the same time this year the rush 
did not seem to compare with the 
customary clamor toward the latter 
part of the season.

Congress Will Amend Postal Savings 


Law so Any Amount in Excess of 


$100 May be Desposited 


MAY INCREASE TOTAL AMOUNT 


Maximum Sum upon Which Interest 


is Paid Will be $1,000 Instead of 


$500 as at Present 


Local people who have taken ad- 


vantage of the postal savings'- law 
will be interested 
in the 
proposed 


amendment now before the senate 
whereby any amount in excess of .$100 
may be desposited in any one month. 
Under the present 
provisions' not 


more thiln .$100 may be desposited in 
one month by the same person'. . It 
i^ also proposed to amend the law 
by increasing the maximum amount 
upon which interest will bs p:.sid. from 
.$500 to .$1,000. 


The total amount on desposit in 


the postal banks at the »ml.'"of the 
last fiscal year was about 1*34,000.- 
000, and it is the judgment of Alex 
M. Dockery, assistant 
postmaster 


general in -.charge of the postal ac- 
counts, that the .$100 and .$500 limits 
have resulted in turning away from 
the poslal banks, in the three years 
of their existence, a larger sum than 
the total now oil desposit. 
In other 


words, the postal banks, because of 
these limitations, are falling short of 
doing the work they were intended 
to do, and the legislation now being 
enacted is designed 
to set 
tilings 


right oil that point. 


The bill went through the House 


several weeks ago by unanimous con- 
sent, and is Hearing a vote in 
the 


Senate, where it is the 
unfinished 


business. 
Its passage there js cer- 


tain, although there is somei likeli- 
hood 
that it may 
lead to 
minor 


amendments of the new federal re- 
serve act. That act provides that all 
postal savings funds must be depos- 
ited with member banks. 
Under the 


present arrangement any bank which 
Qualifies under the law may become a 
postal depository. Jt seems to be the 
feeling of the Senate, as shown in the 
debate thus far, that the present sys- 
tem should continue in force, and the 
federal reserve act amended accord- 
ing'}'- 


The pending bill has been earnest- 


ly recommended by the postmaster 
general. 


The limitations which are now be- 


ing repealed were put into the Distal 
savings bank act at the request of 
certain of the banks, which were in- 
clined to believe that /without thc-iu, 
the new system would interfere with 
the banking business of thn entire 
country. Many persons not bankers 
but well informed about public af- 
fairs, shared this belief, and so it 
was not difficult to induce congress 
to act. But in actual operation these 
fears on the part of the banks have 
been shown to be groundless.".
